Onco deta) fears are atlrred, people perhaps 
ftrt irresistibly drawn to the support of any- 
one who seenu devoted to removing the cause 
of those fears. They may not worry too greatly 
over the techniques used In attacking what 
they fear. TTiey brush these aside. Intent only 
on what they see as the "great good"— the 
fight against communism. 
I The Wisconsin verdict, therefore. Is almost 
surely a positive assertion of support for the 
man who, to millions, Is the symbol at the 
fight against Internal enemle-s. The voters 
there seemed to say that McCarthy's objec- 
tives are good, and that In consctiucnce the 
means he uses to reach them are unim- 
portant.

Mail of ua are feeling the pinch 
of high prices and heavy taxes and 
find It dlttlnilt to keep the family 
oh the old standard.

Tell them. Keep no secrets *a to 
family Ilnancea.

Company Appeals
